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This is a decision on the petition under 37 CFR 1.181, filed August 15, 2003 and January 7, 
2005. The petition was recently forwarded to this office for consideration. 

The petition is GRANTED . 

This application became abandoned for failure to timely pay the issue fee and publication fee, if 
applicable, on or before July 7, 2003.
